ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1973 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  the  last  during  the  life 
of  the  present  Council  for  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  year  '1973* 

This  report  is  of  necessity  only  a shortened  version,  due  to  the  fact  that 
I only  received  information  to  the  effect  that  one  had  to  be  produced  on  the 
23th  of  February,  197^. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committees  and  all  Councillors,  also  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor  and  other  Officers 
for  the  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

RAirU^ALL 

During  the  calender  year  1973  the  tot'll  rainfall  recorded  at  Chorncote 
Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  was  23 and  the  number  of  ’Rain  days’  v/as  1^3* 

The  33  year  average  rainf-ill  for  Cirencester  (1 916-30)  is  32.18”. 

Hie  month  v/ith  the  highest  recorded  rainfall  was  July  v/hen  4,09”  fell  in  12 

The  highest  rainfall  rr^corded  on'-oiv'  day  v;as  1.26”  which  fell  on  20th  Jul ; . 
Tlie  longest  period  without  recorded  rainfall  was  17  days  from  7th  to  RJrd 
Ir'r’ch,  and  the  longest  period  of  coiisecutive  raindays  was  11  days  from  Octob- c 
12th  to  22nd. 

V/ATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  Ci^'er tester  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  tlie 
Coto’vol  d V/?ter  Bo'’rd  and  es  in  previ  'us  years  an  adequate  and  satisf'ict.''tr’y 
supply  has  been  well  mairitained  '"''uring  the  ye-T. 

V/ater  samples  have  been  h''’  en  by  the  Iv'^ter  Board  in  various  quarts  of  ' ir 
district  and  t?ie  la>^oratory  r”pnr+-s  on  all  samples  show  that  the  water  wap  rr~  ' 
from  contamination  and  entirely  satisfactory.

Tlio  new  indoor  pool  was  cotri2?loted  and  opened  in  May  and  has  remained 
open  seven  days  per  week.  The  use  of  the  pool  has  been  extensive  and  the 
Cirencester  owimming  Club  continue  to  make  good  vt-o  od  the  facilities. 

Tlie  management  of  the  open  air  pool  was  carried  on  by  a private 
association  formed  for  the  purpose,  and  a successful  season  was  enjoyed.

Work  progressed  on  the  reconstruction  of  sev/ers  in  Watermoor  to  replace 
the  90  year  old  pipes  which  were  in  poor  structural  condition. 

Concrete  pipes  of  larger  diameter  have  been  laid  in  b’atcrmoor  Road, 
Queen  Street  and  Victoria  Road. 

Tlie  drainage  system  has  also  boon  enlaj-’god  by  tlie  laying  of  foul  and 
storm  sewers  from  the  Shne^o  Ctreet  redevelopment  area  to  link  witli  the  nev/ 
or  e:dsting  sewers  in  V/at''rmoor.

RIVEI^S  AND  STKEA^ 


As  a result  of  routine  inspectio'^s  heinc  made  two  streams  in  the  area 
were  foend  to  be  polluted  as  under. 

On  one  occasion  the  riv(?r  Churn  from  London  Road  to  City  Bark  was 
found  to  be  polluted  v;ith  oil.  This  was  investigated  and  the  cause 
was  not  found  but  it  was  thought  tliat  an  old  oil  drum  had  been  deposited 
in  the  steam  at  a lower  level.  This  only  occured  once. 

The  ditch  on  the  west  side  of  Cricklade  Road  v/as  found  to  be  polluted 
with  sewage  and  this  was  found  to  bo  due  to  a sewer  being  surcharged  and  sewage 
was  flowing  over  the  storm  water  weir  into  the  ditch.  This  was  promptly 
dealt  with  by  the  Engineers  Department  vdien  the  sewer  was  clearedo 
Dru;iNAGE 

Num'^rous  complaints  were  received  from  ov/ners  and  occupiers  of  houses 
and  other  buildings  during  t^e  course  of  the  year  regarding  obstructed  or 
defective  drainage  systems.  All  complaints  were  investigated  and  the 
responsible  persons  were  called  vipon  to  carry  out  such  v/ork  as  v/as  necessary 

to  repair  or  clear  the  drainage  systems  affected.  In  all  cases  -these  were 

dealt  with  fairly  promptly. 

The  following  is  a resume  of  sop^e  of  the  more  important  matters  v/hich 
v/ere  remedied. 

1.  A main  drain  serving  tv/o  business  houses  in  a busy  main  street  in 

the  town  was  blocked  and  drainng;e  v/ould  not  go  away  and  this  causef^ 

a certain  amount  of  floo^'ing. 

The  roadway  v/as  excavated  in  order  to  ascertain  the  ceuse  of  tiie 
trouble  and  it  was  found  that  tiie  main  drain  v/as  not  in  fact 
connected  to  the  Public  Dewor  and  approximately  some  16  feet  of  dr  i)-i 
v;as  missing  viiere  it  should  have  connected  to  the  Sewer.  The  outfal 
was  found  to  discharge  to  an  old  collar  under  the  road  v;hi  ch  had  been 
filled  with  rubble. 

It  v/as  tliought  that  the  Contractors  working  on  tlie  new  road  son.e 
8 years  before  had  removed  p.-u-t  of  the  drain,  working  on  the  assumption 
that  it  was  out  of  use. 

Tiis  main  drain  v/as  connected  t the  Public  foul  scv/er  at  the  Couneil’ 
expense  after  a rcjon-^  u,ns  lieer  submitted  on  the  matter.

2,  Due  to  a aorio'iG  defect  to  the  drainage  system 

serving  the  ITedical  Block  at  the  Memorial  Hospital, 
the  road  had  to  be  opened  up  and  the  main  drain  was 
relaid  up  to  tlie  point  wliere  it  connected  to  the 
Public  sewer. 

Tlie  drainage  system  serving  two  large  houses  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town  in  Cheltenham  Road  were  continually, 
obstructed  and  as  a Septic  Tank  did  not  appear  to  be  on  the 
property,  steps  were  taken  to  trace  the  line  of  the  main 
drain  with  instruments. 

It  was  found  tliat  the  main^  drain  discharged  at  a point  under 
the  main  road  and  the  overflow  continued  across  the  road 
with  an  outlet  in  the  field  opposite.  Tlie  owners  v;ere 
required  to  construct  a new  Septic  Tank  and  relay  part  of 
the  drciinage  at  one  house  and  pi'ovide  a new  system,  of  land 
drains  to  act  as  an  ov'^rflow  in  the  field. 

The  septic  tank  is  how  in  and  working,  but  the  new  ov'^rfl'aw 

system  has  yet  to  be  laid.

4,  An  old  obsolete^/Gordon  oyidmn  was  removed  from  a drainage 
system  serving  four  properties  and  this  was  located  under 
the  pavement. 

As  a r'''sult  of  a complaint  a main  sewer  taking  sewage  rrem 
the  Beeches  Bstate  and  neor  to  the  River  Churn  vnac  found  to 
be  obstructed  and  overflov/ing  in  to  the  stoam.  Tliis  was 
quickly  re  me  die  d_.  > 

6.  A main  drain  s^'rving  tv/o  houses  adjacent  to  the  Dagl  inwoi'tb 
Brook  running  at  the  side  of  the  footpath  to  the  03,d  Bwimming 
Pool  was  found  to  be  leaking  sewage  into  the  stream. 

The  owners  were  i^rovailed  upon  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repairs.

CLEAII  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Information  was  received  from  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  that 
they  intended  replacing  the  solid  fuel  boiler  at  the  Deer  Park  School,  with 
Oil  fired  boilers*  Accordingly  the  chimney  height  was  recalculated  based 
on  the  Ministry's  Memorandum  and  the  existing  height  of  40  feet  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory* 

A serious  smoke  nuisance  occured  due  to  the  emissions  of  thick  grey  smoke 
from  the  boiler  serving  the  Old  Swimming  Baths.  This  was  investigated  when 
it  was  found  that  fuel  being  used  v;as  mostly  wood  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Baths 
was  prevailed  upon  to  provide  an  alterna.tive  fuel  in  the  form  of  coke.  After 
this  no  further  nuisance  v;as  observed. 
lUISArJCES  UIIDICP  7TIS  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT 

Nuisances  at  85  properties  v/ere  observed  during  the  year  and  77  v/ere 
abated  during  the  year. 

Mostly  the  nuisances  referr^^d  to  are  Housing  defects,  but  a number  related 
to  obstructed  drainage  systems. 

DANGSHOUS  BUILDINGS 

As  a result  of  complaints  from  members  of  the  public  the  following  four 
dangerous  conditions  were  observed.  In  all  cases  the  owners  or  responsible 
persons  v/ere  contacted  and  all  the  structures  were  rendered  safe. 

1.  Stonework  supporting  the  Pu^'lic  Footpath  at  the  side  of  the 
Old  Swimming  Pool  v;as  found  to  be  collapsing. 

2.  A Stonewall  abutting  the  pavement  and  forming  the  boundary  to 
a Transformer  Station  collapsed  on  the  pavement. 

3.  A 15’  high  stonewall  forming  the  boundary  betv;een  the  Fleece  Hotel 
and  Bingham  Library  was  leaning  badly  and  in  danger  of  falling.

4.  Loose  slates  at  the  rear  of  "^n  unoccupied  building  in  Cricklade 
Street  were  falling  on  to  an  ad jo  cent  property

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  a report  on  the  work  of  my  department 
during  1973* 

The  year  has  been  dominated  by  Local  Government  Reorganisation  which 
has  brought  varying  moods  of  apprehension,  hopefulness,  scepticism,  and 
occasional  optimism  upon  an  extremely  loyal  staff  for  whose  determination 
in  exacting  circumstances  I am  very  thankful. 

Our  preoccupation  was  harshly  interrupted  in  June  by  the  untimely  death 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  William  H.  D.  Rundle, 
after  twenty-four  competent  years  of  service  with  the  Council. 

During  the  ensuing  months  of  unprecedented  difficulty  I have  been  very 
conscious  of  the  helpfulness  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Clerk 
and  their  respective  staffs,  and  the  sustaining  confidence  and  consideration 
of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year,  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out  the  following 
work  in  the  district . 

New  mains  were  laid  to  serve  existing  properties  in  Driffield,  Duntisbourne 
Abbotts,  Kemble  and  Fairford.  Branch  mains  were  laid  to  serve  new  housing 
development  in  Down  Ampney,  Kempsford  and  Lechlade. 

In  all,  a total  of  2 miles  1,051  yards  of  new  mains  was  completed. 


V/ater  Samples 


Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  on  distribution  and  from  sources  were 
received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water  Board.  Forty-seven  samples  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriologicaa  examination  were  satisfactory.  Thirteen  samples 
of  raw  water  were  satisfactory. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  from  Estate  supplies  for  bacteriological 
examination 5 9 were  satisfactory  and  3 unsatisfactory.  Two  samples  taken 
for  chemical  examination  were  satisfactory. 
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Of  24  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  sources 
serving  individual  properties,  18  were  satisfactory  and  6 unsatisfactory. 
Three  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination,  2 were  satisfactory 
and  1 unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary  improvement.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  Lechlade  v;orks  to  meet 
the  increasing  demands  of  new  development,  including  flows  from  Southrop 
by  arrangement  with  Northleach  Rural  District  Council.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  were  asked  to  consider  a report  on  the  replacement  of  North  Cemey 
works  and  the  extension  of  Fairford  works  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Tenders  for  the  sewerage  of  Quenington  were  received  in  Northleach  and 
work  is  expected  to  start  early  in  197^. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Preston  and  Siddington  v/ith 
flows  being  pumped  to  the  Urban  District  Council's  trunk  sewer  at  Siddington 
was  completed  and  became  operative  in  November. 

Development  of  the  Cotswold  Earina  leisure  park  at  South  Cerney  has 
started.  Flows  will  be  pumped  to  the  public  sewer  in  Broadway  Lane. 

On  the  reorganisation  of  local  government,  the  responsibility  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  will  pass  to  a Regional  V/ater  Authority  which 
will  also  take  over  the  functions  of  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  and  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board. 

The  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 
Six  hundred  and  seventy- two  private  tanks  were  emptied,  amounting  to  a total 
of  864,300  gallons.  In  addition,  53»600  gallons  were  removed  from  Council 
tanks. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the  district  continued 
to  run  smoothly,  a total  of  4,96?  tons  having  been  collected  compared  with 
5«976  tons  in  1972. 

Disposal  continued  to  take  place  by  controlled  tipping  in  the  disused 
stone  quarry  at  Fosse  Cross. 

In  addition  to  refuse  from  this  district,  refuse  from  Northleach  Rural 
District  and  from  Cirencester  Urban  District  was  disposed  of  by  agreement. 


PEST  CONTROL 


Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  have  been 
carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part-time  Rodent  Operator,  shared  with 
the  Cirencester  Urban  District  Council. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-five  Farms  and  Holdings  have  been  inspected, 
1,074  dwelling  houses  and  223  business  premises.  In  addition  to  Council 
property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  192  dwelling  houses.  Insect 
pests  have  also  been  dealt  with.

V/ater  Supplies 

Apart  from  the  parish  of  Yanworth  all  other  centres  of  the  population 
are  served  by  a mains  supply  from  the  Cotswold  V/ater  Board.  Time  spent 
in  sampling  private  water  supplies,  investigating  problems  and  giving 
advice  for  the  rectification  of  faults  is  a major  time  consuming  element,

In  the  majority  of  unsatisfactory  cases  steps  were  taken  to  connect  to 
the  mains  supply,  rectifying  faults  or  finding  alternative  means  of  supply. 
The  Cotswold  Water  Board  laid  a total  of  k miles  735  yards  of  new  mains 
during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  existing  village  schemes  at  Andoversford,  Bibury,  Northleach  and 
Sherborne  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily.  Nothing  more  than  normal 
maintenance  was  necessary  to  keep  the  effluent  to  a sufficiently  high 
standard  to  satisfy  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

Several  of  the  villages  are  of  such  population  or  are  built  on  such 
terrain  that  sewerage  systems  are  becoming  increasingly  necessary  to  cope 
with  the  greater  useage  of  water.  No  doubt  the  Cotswold  District  Coimcil 
and  the  ■‘•'hames  Water  Authority  when  they  become  operative  in  197^  will 
consider  the  need  for  effectively  sewering  all  parts  of  the  district  in  which 
there  is  a likelihood  of  a public  health  risk  due  to  lack  of  sewerage 
facilities. 

Refuse  Disposal  ' 

The  collection  and  disposal  is  still  a major  consideration.  Disposal 
arrangements  now  work  satisfactorily  by  using  the  Fosse  Cross  tip,  owned  by 
Cirencester  R*D.C.,  and  the  occassional  use  of  Slade  Quarry,  operated  by 
North  Cotswold  R.D.C. 

The  volume  of  refuse  continues  to  increase  putting  greater  demands  on 
the  three  man  crew  and  the  single  refuse  vehicle.  Kerb  side  collection  is 
mainly  weekly,  but  some  of  the  less  populated  areas  remain  fortnightly.  For 
the  second  year  a special  heavy  refuse  collection  was  made  during  the 
summer  months  when  bulky  items  of  refuse,  beds,  cookers,  furniture  etc.  were 
collected  from  specific  pick-up  points  in  each  of  the  villages. 

River  Pollution 


Apart  from  a minor  leakage  of  oil  into  a brook  course,  which  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Thames  Conservancy,  no  further  action  was  called  for  during  the 
year.

Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Cherington  and  Avening  the  idiole 
district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company, 
Avening  and  Cherington  are  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  North  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Board, 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
contains  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoride. 

Of  the  13  parishes  10  have  public  water  supplies  and  the 
remaining  3 are  supplied  as  follows:- 

Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in'  the  hamlet  of  Culkerton  which  comes 
from  the  Rodmarton  Estate  and  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  supply  to 
Householders  was  improved  during  the  year  by  the  enlargement  of  supply 
pipes  in  the  Hamlet,  The  work  was  carried  out  by  Mr,  D,  Clark  who 
owns  most  of  the  dwellings,  Ashley  is  supplied  by  3 private  boreholes, 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  supplies  which  are  fairly  satisfactory. 

Westonbirt— with— Lasborougfa  has  a good  private  supply  run  by  Westonbirt 
School  and  affords  a piped  supply  to  all  the  parish  except  Lasborou^ 
which  ks  4 separate  piped  supplies. 

Water  Samples. 


A total  of  13  water  samples  were  taken  from  private  ^d 
public  supplies  -of'  which  8 were  satisfactory  and  5 unsatisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths, 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School  is  open  to  the 
inzblic  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  The  standard  of  treatment 
and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEV7AGE  DISPOSAL 


Tefbury. 


The  Tetbury  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  maintained 
fairly  satisfactorily  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  it  is 
serving  something  over  300  persons  more  than  the  design  figure  of  3»300 
in  1960/61. 


The  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  these  works  was 
commenced  during  the  year.  The  contract  includes  the  sewerage  of 
Shipton  Moyne  Village  with  a Pumping  Main  to  the  Tetbury  V/orks, 

Charlton  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury  Upton  will  also  be 
sewered,  ^ 


IOI  new  connections  were  made 'to  the  Tetbury  Sewage 
system  during  the  year. 

Averting  and  Cherington, 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes  have 
been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  but  if  the  proposed 
development  of  land  in  the  centre  of  the  village  of  Avening  material- 
ises it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  some  reconstruction  of  the 
works. 


13  Properties  were  connected  during  the  year, 

Uidmarton  and  bei^terton.

Other  Parishes, 

These  are  dealt  with  fairly  satisfactorily  by  septic  tanks 
but  difficulties  have  arisen  in  Beverston  and  Kingscote  Villages 
where  adequate  land  is  often  unavailable  for  subsoil  irrigation 
treatment  of  effluent. 

The  Tetbury  Sewage  Works  is  being  enlarged  to  include 
these  Parishes  in  the  future.
